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PROMISES FOR PALESTINE 
Un der a League of Natio n s man date, Great Britain 
in 1922 committed itself to even tual independence fo r 
Palestin e. Britain also un derto o k to establish a Jewish 
Natio n al Home there and to safeg uard the civil and re­ 
ligious rights of the Arab population . 
Although the Un ited States declin ed to accept the 
League of Natio n s man date, it has more recen tly go t­ 
ten in to the picture by makin g promises both to the 
Jews an d Arabs. 
Such is the backgro un d—a backgroun d o f bro ken 
promises—fo r the curren t violen ce in Egypt an d Pales­ 
tin e. 
Both the Jews an d the Arabs, tired of con flictin g 
plan s fo r solution of the vital an d delicate Palestin e 
problem, n ow are deman din g fulfillmen t o f these 
promises. 
That the con flict—which has raged in termitten tly 
fo r a quarter of a cen tury—n ow is at a critical stage, 
is eviden ce by the fact that the pressure on both sides 
is stro n ger than ever before. The in tern atio n al move­ 
men t fo r a Jewish home worked tirelessly fo r suppo rt­ 
ers thro ugho ut the war an d n ow has a tremen dous back­ 
in g. On the o ther han d, the Arabs n ow are join ed in a 
powerful Arab League comprisin g the seven states of 
Syria, Leban on , Tran s-Jo rdan , Iraq, Saudi Arabia, 
Yemen an d Egypt, represen tin g about 40,000,000 people. 
Fo reign oil an d strategic in terests in the Near East 
give the Arabs a lever with which to exert stro n g pres­ 
sure. Kin g Ibn Saud, the most powerful figure in the 
Arab world, already is repo rted to have threaten ed can ­ 
cellation o f impo rtan t U. S. oil con cession s in his domin ­ 
ion if Arab deman ds are n o t satisfied. 
The League n ow is meetin g in Cairo, where mo st of 
the recen t violen ce has occurred, an d is expected to 
take a stan d on the Palestin e problem as well as o ther 
Near East question s, in cludin g the Arab positio n in all 
No rth Africa fro m the Strait of Gibraltar to the Persian 
Gulf. 
This problem, in volvin g the question of a home fo r 
' Jews as again st the rights of the Arabs, is too dan ger­ 
ous to postpon e a solution . The British an d U. S. policy 
o f promises an d delay will on ly worsen the situatio n if 
s permitted to con tin ue. As in the other tro uble spo ts of 
; the world, action is n eeded quickly to preven t the prob- 
< lem from becomin g an y more deep-rooted than it is.

HEALTHY SUGGESTIONS 
Three years ago the Rockefeller Fo un datio n in sti­ 
tuted a survey of the n atio n ’s 20,000 private, n on -profit 
health agen cies. 
The results just published reveal a 
picture of un even an d duplicated effo rt as well as excel­ 
len t accomplishmen t. 
The repo rt casts n o reflection upon the 300,000 board 
members an d the man y more vo lun tary wo rkers who last 
year collected almost $60,000,000 fo r the relief o f suf­ 
ferin g, an d eradication of disease, an d the creatio n of 
a healthier n ation . Rather it suggests that widely vary­ 
in g efficien cy of organ izatio n amo n g vario us agen cies 
has bro ught about a great discrepan cy between the in ­ 
ciden ce of disease an d the mon ey available fo r treat­ 
men t. 
to r example, the Natio n al Fo un datio n fo r In fan tile 
Paralysis collected $16,500,000 in 1945, while the Amer­ 
ican Heart Association collected $100,000. 
.The repo rt suggests two remedies: a cen tral agen cy 
to give coordin ated leadership to the whole n atio n al 
health movemen t; an d local health coun cils, represen tin g 
all commun ity agen cies, which would in tegrate health 
plan n in g an d the raisin g an d distributio n of fun ds in the 
light of local n eeds.

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PROMISES FOR PALESTINE 
Under a League of Nations mandate, Great Britain 
in 1922 committed itself to eventual independence for 
Palestine. Britain also undertook to establish a Jewish 
National Home there and to safeguard the civil and re- 
; ligious rights of t he Arab population. 
Although the United States declined to accept the 
; League of Nations mandate, it has more recently got- 
: ten into the picture by making promises both to the 
; Jews and Arabs. 
Such is the background—a background of broken 
. promises—for the current violence in Egypt and Pales- 
i tine. 
Both the Jews and the Arabs, tired of conflicting 
1 plans for solution of the vital and delicate Palestine 
problem, now are demanding fulfillment of these 
promises. 
That the conflict—which has raged intermittently 
for a quarter of a century—now is at a critical stage, 
‘ is evidence by the fact that the pressure on both sides 
is stronger than ever before. The international move- 
; ment for a Jewish home worked tirelessly for support­ 
ers throughout the war and now has a tremendous back­ 
ing. On the other hand, the Arabs now are joined in a 
; powerful Arab League comprising the seven states of 
; Syria, Lebanon, Trans-Jordan, Iraq, Saudi Arabia, 
* Yemen and Egypt, representing about 40,000,000 people. 
Foreign oil and strategic interests in the Near East 
i give the Arabs a lever with which to exert strong pres- 
sure. King Ibn Saud, the most powerful figure in the 
. Arab world, already is reported to have threatened can­ 
cellation of important U. S. oil concessions in his domin­ 
ion if Arab demands are not satisfied. 
The League now is meeting in Cairo, where most of 
; the recent violence has occurred, and is expected to 
take a stand on the Palestine problem as well as other 
Near East questions, including the Arab position in all 
North Africa from the Strait of Gibraltar to the Persian 
: Gulf. 
This problem, involving the question of a home for 
| Jews as against the rights of the Arabs, is too danger­ 
ous to postpone a solution. Tile British and U. S. policy 
of promises and delay will only worsen the situation if 
* permitted to continue. As in the other trouble spots of 
; the world, action is needed quickly to prevent the prob- 
: lem from becoming any more deep-rooted than it is. 


HEALTHY SUGGESTIONS 
Three years ago the Rockefeller Foundation insti­ 
tuted a survey of the nation’s 20,000 private, non-profit 
health agencies. 
The results just published reveal a 
picture of uneven and duplicated effort as well as excel­ 
lent accomplishment. 
The report casts no reflection upon the 300,000 board 
members and the many more voluntary workers who last 
year collected almost $60,000,000 for the relief of suf­ 
fering, and eradication of disease, and the creation of 
a healthier nation. Rather it suggests that widely vary­ 
ing efficiency of organization among various agencies 
has brought about a great discrepancy between the in­ 
cidence of disease and the money available for treat­ 
ment. 
bor example, the National Foundation for Infantile 
Paralysis collected $16,500,000 in 1945, while the Amer­ 
ican Heart Association collected $100,000. 
Hie report suggests two remedies: a central agency 
to give coordinated leadership to the whole national 
health movement; and local health councils, representing 
all community agencies, which would integrate health 
planning fend the raising and distribution of funds in the 
light of local needs.
